After twenty-one hours' deliberation 
the Jury In the case of W. D. Haywood, 
charged with complicity In the murder 
of former Gov. Frank Steunenbc-rg, of 
Idaho, returned a verdict of not guilty 
and Haywood walked out of the court 
room. Into the sunshine of a quiet sum 
mer Sabbath, a free man. after a trial 
lasting weeks, which attracted the at¬ 
tention of the whole country. The ver 
diet was reached shortly before I 
o'clock and the scene In court was Im¬ 
pressive. It was announced that the 
cases against Moyer and Pettibone and 
others will be pushed. 

The Republicans of Jefferson county 
and Louisville wUl meet in delegate 
convention this afternoon to nominate 
a oounty and olty ticket to be voted 
for In November. It is believed that 
outside of the offices of Mayor and 
County Clerk the old Fusion ticket will 
be nominated. Former Gov. William 
O. Bradley will likely be ohosen chair¬ 
man of the convention. 


The fourth trial of Caleb Powers on 
the charge of conspiring to kill Gov, 
William Goebel will begin this morn¬ 
ing at Georgetown. In the event of 
a conviction, the defense expects to 
carry the case to the United States Su¬ 
preme Court on a writ of error, with 
the hope that the Taylor pardon will 
be recognized and held valid. 

President Roosevelt's promise to the 
Filipinos, made through Secretary Taft 
at Manila August 11. 1905, that they 
should have a Parliament of their own 
on condition that complete peace be 
maintained In the Islands for two years, 
will be redeemed Tuesday, when the 
first general election for a Philippine 
Congress Is to be held. 

Paducah business men are greatly 
pleased by the success of an effort to 
induce Immigration to Western Ken¬ 
tucky. A little colony of Austrian 
farmers has been established in Mc¬ 
Cracken county, and more arrivals are 
expected In October.

NOW FREE MAN 


Jury Acquits Him of Steun- 
enberg Murder. 


Verdict After Twenty-one 
Hours’ Deliberation. 


Prosecution of Moyer and 
Pettibone Will Continue. 


BAIL MAY BE ALLOWED THEM. 


Boise, Idaho, July 28.—Into the bright 
sunlight of a beautiful Sabbath morn¬ 
ing, into the stillness of a city drowsy 
with the lazy slumbers of a summer 
Sunday. William D. Haywood, defend¬ 
ant in one of the most noted trials, in¬ 
volving conspiracy and murder, that 
the country has ever known, walked to¬ 
day a free man. acquitted of the mur¬ 
der of former ,Gov. Frank Steunenberg. 

The probability of a verdict of ac¬ 
quittal in the case of the secretary 
treasurer and acknowledged leader of 
the Western Federation of Miners bad 
•been freely predicted since yesterday, 
when Judge Fremont Wood read his 
charge, which was regarded as strongly 
favoring the defense In its Interpreta¬ 
tion of the laws of conspiracy, clrcum 
stantlal evidence and the corrobona 
tlon of an accomplice who confesses. 

It was also freely predicted that In 
the event of Haywood's acquittal the 
State would abandon the prosecution of 
his associates, Charles H Moyer, pres¬ 
ident of the Federation, and George A. 
Pettibone, of Denver. Statements from 
counsel and from Gov. Gooding issued 
to-day dispel this view of the situa¬ 
tion. 

• • • 

Will Prosecute Others. 


Activity In the Harriman stocks was 
the chief feature of the past week In 
New York financial circles. Specu¬ 
lators anticipate an Increased dividend, 
but are not plunging heavily. Money 
was generally easier. 


No verdlot was reached In the case 
of Louis Glass, the alleged San Fran¬ 
cisco grafter, and the Jury was dis¬ 
charged. The prosecution announced 
It would proceed with the remaining 
cases against Glass. 


The past week was a dull one In the 
Kentucky oil fields and the only activ¬ 
ity was in Wayne county, where two 
oilers and a duster were drilled. The 
hot weather had much to do with the 
lack of activity. 

L*>gan McDaniels, a farmer living 
near Owensboro, yesterday shot and 
killed his father. The young man was 
under the Influence of liquor and was 
angered by a reproof for riding a tired 
mule. 


Seven blocks were dcstrevrd In an 
early morning fire at New York's fam¬ 
ous resort. Coney Island. Revtr&l ho¬ 
tels were burned and inhabitants 
wero compelled to flee in scanty at¬ 
tire. 


An enemy of George Astrike, a farm¬ 
er near Jasper, Ind.. placed a screw¬ 
driver in a bundle of wheat and when 
it passed through the separator the 
machine was wrecked. 


In asking Congress to Increase the 
pay of the men in the army and r.avv 
it will bo shown that the United States 
soldiers are the poorest paid of any 
country In the world.

Gov. Gooding said: "The verdict is a 
great surprise to me, and I believe to 
all citizens of Idaho, who have heard 
or read the evidence In the case. I 
have done my duty. I have no regret 
as to any action I have taken, and my 
conscience Is clear. As long as God 
gives me strength I shall continue my 
efforts for government by law and for 
organized society. 

The State will continue a vigorous 
prosecution of Moyer and Pettibone and 
Adams, and of Simpkins, when appre¬ 
hended. There will be neither hesita¬ 
tion nor retreat." 

Application will be made to Judge 
Wood to-morrow morning to admit 
Moyer and Pettibone to ball, and it was 
said to-night that In the case of Moyer, 
against whom the State is admitted to 
have Us weakest case, a favorable con¬ 
sideration would not be unexpected. 

• • • 

Orchard's Comment 


Not the least Interesting of the com¬ 
ments made upon the verdict to-day 
was that of Harry Orchard. When told 
at the State penitentiary that Haywood 
had been acquitted, Orchard said: 

"Well, I have done my duty. I have 
told the truth. I could do no more. 1 
am ready to take any punishment that 
Is meted out to me for my crime, and 
the sooner It comes the better." 

It was after being out for twenty- 
one hours that the Jury, which at first 
had been divided, eight to four, and 
then seemed deadlocked at ten to two. 
finally came to an agreement shortly 
after the first faint streaks of the com¬ 
ing day showing a ray above the giant 
hills. The weary, Bnow-bearded old 
bailiff who had kept an all-night vigil 
before the door of the jury room was 
startled into action by an Imperative 

knock from within.

Events Move Rapidly. 


v. as In the court room at the early hour 
the verdict was returned. The specta¬ 
tors' benches were empty, but In the 
doorway stood Gov. Frank Gooding, 
who has taken an active part In press¬ 
ing the prosecution of Haywood and 
his associates. There was no demon¬ 
stration other than that made by the 
attorneys for the defense and the court 
proceedings were over, the prisoner had 
been discharged and the Jury dismissed 
for the term in less than three minutes' 
time.

SWANSON DEFIES

The news of the verdict was received 
reluctantly In Boise. Extra editions of 
the papers carried the tidings far and 
wide, and during the duy there was 
considerable discussion In clubs, cafes, 
hotels and upon street corners. The 
surprise which had been so manifest In 
the court room was prevalent every¬ 
where. The long time the jury was out 
had conveyed the general impression 
that there could bo no other outcome 
than a disagreement. The rumors 
which spreud so rapidly and frequently 
throughout the night and which were 
as unreliable as such rumors always 
are, were generally to the effect that a 
majority of the jurors had voted for 
conviction. Some were even so radical

COURTS ABOVE LEGISLATURE 


Richmond, Va.. July 28.—The Times- 
Dispatch, in an interview with Gov, 
Swanson, of Virginia, gives his possi 
ble position regarding the railroad situ 
ation in this State. The Governor say 
the case in Virginia Is different from 
that in North Carolina, as no law es 
tabllshlng rates in this State has yet 
been perfected and that paramount au< 
thority for fixing rates Is vested 
the corporation commission, which 
Judge Pritchard recently enjoined from 
publishing Its order for a uniform two 
cent rate. The Governor says that un¬ 
der Judge Pritchard's Injunction the 
commission was prevented from "per¬ 
fecting the third act necessary to fix 
lng the rate" (publication thereof) and 
that thus there is no two-cent law in 
Virginia to-day. 

Under the Constitution, said Gov 
Swanson, In order for the commission 
to fix a rate it must take three neces¬ 
sary steps, viz.: give notice to the 
transportation companies to appear 
second, give a hearing and enter an 
order; third, public the order four 

weeks before it can take effect. 

• • • 

Order Outrageous. 


Events moved rapidly after this, and 
when the principal actors in the trial 
had been gathered into the court room 
at a few moments before 8 o'clock, the 
white envelope handed by the foreman 
to the Judge was tom open and the ver¬ 
dict read. 

It came as an electdlc thrill to the pris¬ 
oner, to his counsel, to the other de¬ 
fendants and to the small group of 
newspaper men and court officials who 
had been summoned from beds but 
lately sought, or from offices, where 
sleepless waiting had marked the night. 

Tears welled to the eyes of the man 
who during the eighty days of his trial 
had sat with stolid Indifference writ¬ 
ten upon his every feature—at last ihe 
Icy armor he had thrown about hlmeelf 
with the first day of Jury selection had 
been pierced, and whatever of pent- 
up feeling had been contained within 
was loosed. Haywood's attorneys were 
fairly lifted from their seats, and Judge 
Wood made no effort to restrain them 
as they surrounded Haywood to shako 
his hands and shouted aloud their con¬ 
gratulations. * ft 

State Attorneys Gloomy. 


Janies H. Hawley. leading counsel for 
the State, and O. N. Vanduyn, the 
Prosecuting Attorney of the county in 
which former Gov. Steunenberg was as¬ 
sassinated, sat gloomy and unspeak lng 
In their places. Senator Borah, who 
made the closing plea for conviction. 
w r o8 not present. Of the prisoner’s 
counsel those in the court room were 
Clarence Darrow. of Chicago; E. F. 
Richardson, of Denver, and John F. 
Nugent, of Boise. 

No member of the prisoner’s family 
nor any of hts friends among the so¬ 
cialist writers and the so-called "labor 
Jury" who have been attending the trial. 


Washington, July 28.—[Special.]—J. 
A. Sullivan, of Richmond, member of 
the Kentucky State Democratic Com 
mdttee. after spending a couple of days 
here, left for home to-day to try a law 
case. 

He seems positive the Democratic 
State ticket will win by the usual ma¬ 
jority in November, as a large ma¬ 
jority of the voters have no faith In 
the Republican party leaders In Ken¬ 
tucky, especially those now in control.

w as almost torn to pieces by it. 


‘Tho order of Judge Pritchard in the 
Virginia case Is outrageous." says Gov. 
Swanson. "He says the fixing of 
rate by the corporation commission Is 
a legislative act, and yet he restrains 
th is legislative body In Virginia from 
doing what la absolutely necessary In 
the completion of an act In the legta 
lation under our Constitution. The 
corporation commission Is paramount 
to the General Assembly of Virginia in 
fixing rates. If Judge Pritchard can 
enjoin the corporation commission from 
performing Its duties in fixing a rate 
and completing It. ho can enjoin the 
Legislature—be con enjoin Congress 
from passing laws until he has exam¬ 
ined and ascertained whether they are, 
in his Judgment, Just and constitution¬ 
al. 

"If this rule or order of his Is per¬ 
mitted and sustained. It means the de¬ 
struction of legislative bodies and 
•means that they shall become subject 
to the courts. It means the destruction 
of the very foundations of free Institu¬ 
tions. 

• • • 

Favors Ignoring Order. 


"I have favored, and continue to fa¬ 
vor, ignoring this order of Judg< 
Pritchard, prohibiting the corporation 
commission from publishing their order, 
as required by the Constitution, and 
for the publication to proceed and the 
action be compelled as secured by our 
Constitution. 

"To acquiesce In a Federal Judge ar¬ 
resting the legislative body of a State 
in their processes of enacting legisla¬ 
tion is destructive of State sovereign¬ 
ty and all free Institutions. This order 
of Judge Pritchard makes the Virginia 
case broader and far more important 
than any question of passenger rates. 

"The members of the corporation 
commission are prepared and willing 
to proceed with publication or to do 
anything else that Is necessary to vin¬ 
dicate their rights or to attain the pur¬ 
pose desired. The delay In action has 
been to enable counsel to look into the 
matter thoroughly and to Teach a defi¬ 
nite conclusion as to what they think 
the best and most advantageous course 
for the State to pursue. 

The rights and dignity of the State 
will be maintained to the fullest ex¬ 
tent. When the two-cent rate Is per¬ 
fected by publication and becomes op¬ 
erative In the State it Is my purpose 
to see It enforced, and to do this I shall 
exercise all the powers possessed by me 
as Governor. " _

Fire-eater Retreats and For¬ 
tune-teller Loses All. 


COSTLY BLAZE IN MEMPHIS. 


New York, July 28.—Coney Island, the 
playground of New York’s millions, 
was visited by a disastrous Are early 
to-day and seven blocks in the amuse¬ 
ment zone were completely destroyed. 
Tilyou's Steeplechase Park and nearly 
a score of small hotels were wiped out, 
and for a time the flames threatened 
destruction to Luna Park and Dream- 
land, great homes of summer amuse¬ 
ment. A lucky shift of the wind to 
seaward aided the firemen and prob¬ 
ably saved the whole picturesque area, 
but not until a million dollars’ damage 
had been done. Three persons were in¬ 
jured, one of them, Gottfried Messali, 
a fireman, probably fatally. 

Coney Island has had four big fires 
in the last ten years, the last previous 
one In 1903, "the steeplechase," on that 
occasion being swept out, as It was to¬ 
day. Early this morning George Frost, 
a watchman at Steeplechase Park, spied 
a wavering trail of smoke collecting in 
the "cave of the winds," one of the 
many shows In the park. Scarcely had 
Frost bestirred himself to action when 
a flash of flames shot out of the mouth 
of the cave. The Inflammable character 
■wood, staff and papier-mache—of the 
constructive material of the many at 
tractions, made fine food for tho flames 
and, notwithstanding the many streams 
of water poured on them, the confla¬ 
gration seemed to defy all efforts to 
check Its course up the beach toward 
the Bowery and to the countless 

amusement places along Surf avenue.

A Brilliant Spectacle. 


The destruction of Steeplechase Park 
was a peculiar sight. Tongues of flame 
leaped hither and thither, licking up the 
scenic railway, the razzle dazzle, the 
dancing pavilion and the horse-racing 
railway. The Steeplechase Hotel and 
nearly a scone of smaller wooden hotels 
soon were blazing. 

Fire Commissioner Lantry, seeing 
that nothing could be saved In the park, 
ordered that all efforts be concentrated 
on the flaming block to keep the fire 
from getting into the flimsy buildings 
In the Bowery and thus making a lire 
trail to Dreamland and Luna Park. 

The aliurm of fire woke up dozing 
Coney Island with a start, and In a few 
minutes Surf avenue was jammed with 
excited freaks and frollckers, chorus 
girls, snake charmers, animal trainers, 
performers, amusement employes—ail 
the miscellaneous population of the 
island, in fact. Clothed In a state of 
terror, and little else, thousands flocked 
through the streets while the roar of 
the flames could be heard from one end 
of the Island to the other. It seemed as 
though nothing could save the Island 
from destruction and hundreds of the 
Inhabitants began to remove their 
household effects Into the streets. The 
Steeplechase Park Hotel, one of the 
first to bum, housed a hundred people, 
ail of whom got safely out.

Washington. July 28.—It has be«?n as¬ 
sumed that Uncle Sam's soldiers were 
by fur the best paid In the world and 
that belief has in large part been the 
cause of the failure of attempts made 
In the past to secure Increased pay Tor 
tho soldiers. But now In connection 
with the systematic preparations that 
are being made to lay the subject of 
"Something wrong with tho army" be¬ 
fore Con grew at the next session. It 
has been discovered that this belief Is 
founded on error and that several na¬ 
tions are much more Jlberal in the 
treatment of their soldiery than Is the 
United States. 

This fact will be brought to the at¬ 
tention of Congress In conneotibn with 
the subject of a general Increase of sal¬ 
aries of both army and navy. A Cana¬ 
dian sergeant, for Instance, enters upon 
his service with a wage of one dollar 
per day. The American sergeant gets 
$18 at first and his expenses are larger 
than tho Canadian non-oommlsslonedi 
officer. The same difference of wage 
runs through all of the grades of the 
two armies. 

Even Cuba pays her soldiers threo 
times as much us the American private. 
Other countries than these two exocod 
America in the pay allowed their sold¬ 
iers and the data 19 being got together 
to make-up a strong caso to demon¬ 
strate to Congress the real reason for 
the numerous desertions from the 
American army Is the small wage paid 
to the soldiers compared with the com¬ 
pensation in civil life. 

And In this connection it will be 
shown to Congress that tho present 
scale was fixed by law more than fifty 
years ago, (there has been only one In¬ 
crease and that of only one dollar per 
month In that time), when the wages 
of civilian workmen woro probably not 
much more than a third of the presrn* 
scale.

And na It pleased the multitude 
then to enoose Stephen first of all for the 
special work for which men wore needed, 
so I select Stephen as a representative or 
type of the men we need to-day. 

A casual glance at the man as he Is 
pictured hero before us shows us that he 
was every whit a man—a man of convic¬ 
tions and possessing the courage of con¬ 
viction He believed In God—ho knew and 
believed la the marvelous history of 
Israel, tho unique and chosen people of 
God. and what was more, he believed with 
all hla heart thht Jesus was the Messiah, 
gat/iorlng Into substance and fulfillment 
all the shadowy and prophetic past. Be¬ 
ing a man with such a faith, be was a 
man with a message—ho felt in his heart 
that It was his solemn, bounden duty to 
herald this Ipvangtl. Tt was not his to be 
prudent or polite about It, but to live U 
out and to tell it out whenever and wher¬ 
ever he had opportunity. Here he Is be¬ 
fore the council, the august Sanhedrim, 
and there, without counting the cost, he 
delivers his message—calmly, lovingly at 
first and then in the white glow of a holy 
enthusiasm—concerned only to be true to 
his Lord and himself. 

Martyrs like Stephen, thank God. we are 
not called to he. The worldwide triumph 
of the faith for which he died has done 
much with advancing civilisation to pull 
the teeth of persecution for consciences 
sake, and to make it. in this land at least, 
impossible forever. But men like Stephen, 
men of faith In God. In revelation, in 
Jesus, the Messiah—men of conviction 
and the ’vourage of conviction. We need 
to-day as much as tho world ever needed 
th«m. 

That ancient Sanhedrim has passed 
away, but there are Sanhedrims still be¬ 
fore which the modern Stephens are called 
to give their testimony, and it requires 
to-day a* much as it did then the finest 
qualities of manhood—the splendid cour¬

Your religions Is a 
myth, they tell you, a figment of the im¬ 
agination—a delusion, well, the Lord 
needs men who, Btephen-Uke, can face 
this Sanhedrim and give their testimony 
with courage and confidence and In no un¬

H^rc. too, brave witnessing is needed— 
the clear vision and the unfailing courage 
of conviction: men who will say "We 
know your tricks of trade; your short 
cuts of quesses; your corrupt combina¬ 
tions for gain; but we fear God and 
would keep the commandments, wo can¬ 
not consent to adopt yodr questionable 
methyls through which tho lino of right 
and wrong tremulously wavers; In bank 
and street and office, wo would wt? true 
to conscience and to Christ," There is 
the sanhedrin of politics—where purity Is 
esteemed an irrldescent dream and where 
at the height of folly to talk of the Ten 
• ’ommandmenta. Hero. too. we need men 
of tho Stephen type-men of clear vis¬ 
ion. clear hearts, and the courage that 
will not falto ror fall. Never before won 
the demand for such men In politics 
louder or more persistent. And It can’t 
be hissed down, or hooted or driven out 
of rourt It Is heard tho world over as 
never before—It Is swelling In our own 
Commonwealth and nation into a mighty, 
imperious, resistless chorus. 

Not for men to die the martyr’s death, 
but for men to live tlm martyr-life—the 
life that witnesses everywhere for truth, 
for justlvce, for the highest Ideals In 
church and State—and Is willing to do all 
things and dare all things necessary to 
th*« embodiment and actualization of 
these ideals in every department of hu- 
man life—that Is the supreme need of 
one day, as It was and is. and ever shall 
be—for men. true brave, good men— 
Stephen-like men of convictions and the 
courage of conviction.

Brussels. July 28,-^Maj. Lemair is 
continuing the publication of his recol¬ 
lections of the Congo Independent 
Statci The Major resided eighteen year® 
In the Congo. In command of native 
troops. Upon his return to Betglum he 
was notified that he would l>e prose¬ 
cuted for cruelty tow f ard the men under 
him. and he retaliated by beginning the 
publication of a sensational exposure 
Hof the revolting conditions prevailing In 
the native army. 

Aside from painting a black picture 
of the conditions In the Congo, the 
memoirs of the Major reveal that 
the scientific expedition led by him Into 
the Bairelghaza region, on the norm- 
orn frontier. In 1904. was an expedition 
for conquest In disguise. The Major de¬ 
clares that King Leopold gave him per¬ 
sonal instructions to vanquish the 
Anglo-Egyptian forces coming down 
from the Soudan at any cost. 

"I cannot be held accountable for 
these act®." the Major writes. "I am 
only responsible for the complete exe¬ 
cution of these instructions.’’

Admits Flogging. 


Washington, July 28.—[Special.]—Col. 
Dan Hansdell, sergeant-at-arms of the 
Senate, was In a terrible stew ail day 
trying to communicate by wire with 
Vice President Fairbanks and have him 
designate a Senate committee to at¬ 
tend the funeral of Senator Peitu® at 
Selma, The Vice President was far 
out in the West, and it was hard to lo¬ 
cate him. The sergeant-at-arms nlso 
had difficulty in hearing from any of 
the members of the family of the de¬ 
ceased Alabama Senator. 

The members of Congress are wld. 
ly scattered. Many of the Senators 
are in Europe. Col. Ran®dell, after ob¬ 
taining authority to select a commit¬ 
tee, ha® to rely 'on Senators living 
near Washington or In Southern States 
contiguous to Alabama.

MaJ. Lemair admits that on several 
occasions during this expedition, which 
lasted for three years and two month®, 
he caused native soldiers, and even 
thefr wive®, to be flogged. He pene¬ 
trated a region never before reached 
by a white man and Inhabited by wild 
tribe® and cannibals, and he claims 
that there was no way other than flog¬ 
ging to preserve the discipline Indis¬ 
pensable to the security and success 
of an expedition apiong brigands, ac¬ 
customed to kill, raid and capture and 
to ill-treat women. In every Instance 
of flogging, however, he faithfully re¬ 
ported tho facts, and never received a 
word of censure. On the contrary, he 
was accorded nothing but praise for 
his conduct of this expedition, and he 
was even decorated by King Leopold. 
No charges were preferred against the 
Major until the administration decided 
he had be^n too insistent in calling at¬ 
tention to the frightful and unchecked 
abuse® in the Congo. 

• • • 

Submits Evidence. 

The statements made by MaJ. Lemair 
are supported by documentary evi¬ 
dence and the testimony of Italian offi¬ 
cers who were recalled by tbelr Gov¬ 
ernment from the Congo when in¬ 
formation came to hand as to whai 
was going on. 

A perusal of Lemair’s recital carries 
the conviction that he is a high-mind¬ 
ed man of superior attainments, a sin¬ 
cere believer In the future of the Con¬ 
go. devoted to the cause of the blacks 
and determined to put an end to the 
existing atrocities and disgraceful ad¬ 
ministration. During his eighteen 
years’ service he crossed Africa twice 
without firing a cartridge at a native. 
On one occasion he entered by way of 
Zambesi and came out two years later 
at the estuary of the Congo. M. Re¬ 
cluse. the celebrated geographer, said 
this achievement and It® results rank¬ 
ed Lemair with Abbadle. Duvyrler and 
Livingstone. 

When 3® a young man MaJ. L°malr 
began his work In the Congo "amid 
the rattle of musketry, the banging of 
cannon and the burning of villages." 
he says he was taught that course was 
the only one to bring the natives to 
their senses. Four years’ service, how¬ 
ever, opened his eyes to the true rea¬ 
sons why Africa was being deluged in 
innocent blood. Since then he had de¬ 
fended the blacks, pointing out their 
good dualities and upheld the work of 
the missionaries. He realized the dan¬ 
ger of a continuance of the Irresponsi¬ 
ble control In the Congo and became 
a champion of annexation a® the sole 
remedy.

Reports Were Unheeded. 


JOHNSTON IN LINE. 

Will Be Elected Senator By Legisla¬ 
ture Now In Session. 

Birmingham. Ala,. July 28.—The suc¬ 
cessor to Senator E. W. Pettus. who 
died yesterday In Hot Spring®. N. C.. 
will be former Gov. Joseph F, John¬ 
ston, bf Birmingham, At the State pri¬ 
maries last year candidates for the al¬ 
ternate senatorships were voted on and 
Senator J. H. Bankhead received the 
highest vote. He wns therefore given 
the first vacancy, upon Senator Mor¬ 
gan’s death. 

Gov. Johnston received the next high¬ 
est vote and therefore will be elected 
by the Legislature in Joint session one 
week from Wednesday to the second 
vacancy, caused by Senator Pettus’ 
death.

Johnston's Fine Record. 


Gov. Johnston I® sixty-four years old, 
ha® a fine war record and hit® always 
taken a lively Interest In Confederate 
affairs. Ho served as Governor of Ala¬ 
bama from 1898 to 1900. He has always 
been prominent In public affairs In the 
State, and one of the most memorable 
campaigns of Alabama was that be¬ 
tween Senator Morgan and Gov. 
Johnston for the Senate, In which 
Johnston was defeated. 

Johnston will not only be elected for 
the unexpired term of Senator Pettus, 
but will bo elected also for the addi¬ 
tional term to which Pettus was te- 
cently elected, which expires March 4, 
1915. _ 

REGIMENT OF INFANTRY 


New York. July 28 —4Special ]—It Is 
very evident from tne remarkable 
statement recently Issued by William 
J. Bryan from Lincoln that he J.<* at last 
alive to the force of his blunder In pub¬ 
licly advocating the Government own¬ 
ership of railroads at a time when his 
party in its entirety stood ready and 
willing to support him on the real is¬ 
sues of the time and Is anxious that the 
matter be dropped. The fact Is well 
known throughout political circles that 
the Madison Square speech of Mr. Bry¬ 
an wag the cause of much concern to 
those of his supporter* on whom the 
burden of capturing national delegates 
will fall. Ttuy understood the great 
opportunity of the Nebraskan last fa/l 
to secure the nomination from a united 
party, and immediately upon his arrival 
from Europe laid the situation before 
Mr. Bryan with the request that he not 
disappoint the expectation of the con¬ 
servatives. The probabilities are strong 
tha,t the Nebraskan would have follow¬ 
ed this advice had It not been for the 
wave of radicalism at the time and the 
fear that if he toned down his views 
to suit tho conservatives his old fol¬ 
lowers frtlght rally around William R 
Ilearst. . The latter was well pleased 
with the situation. For while his pa¬ 
pers gave very little space to the im¬ 
pending welcome to Mr. Bryan at Mod- 
Ison Square Garden, a barge majority 
of the rest of the press was spreading 
the impression that Bryan w ho was re¬ 
turning from abroad differed much 
from "the boy orator of the Platte.” 
who back In 1896 called the East "the 
enemy's country.” Many of the un¬ 
compromising radicals kept the Ne¬ 
braskan In touch with the situation and 
especially of his danger In losing the 
suppprt of the radical element through 
rumors of hi® conversion to conserva¬ 
tism. There is no doubt that to pre¬ 
vent such a defection Mr. Bryan drag¬ 
ged In a plea for Government owner¬ 
ship—In a word, he determined In the 
interest of expediency to go Mr. Hearst 
one better.

Absence of Rank Vegetation and Dr. Allen's Educational

Selma, Ala., July 28.—At a meeting 
of citizens this evening a committee, 
with C. W. Hooper as chairman, was 
appointed to make arrangements for 
the funeral of Senator Pettus.

The Second Alabama Infantry, which 
is encamped In Selma at this time, has 
been ordered to remain In camp, and 
with the local cavalry and battery of 
artillery, will act as escort to the re¬ 
mains of Senator Pettus, a regiment 
of Infantry, a troop of cavalry and a 
battery being the regulation escort of 
a Brigadier General. Senator Pettus’ 
rank in the Confederate army. 

No definite information as to the time 
of the funeral has been received here, 
but it is expected that the remain® will 
arrive Monday night and the funeral 
be held from the late residence of the 
d*ad Senator either Tuesday or Wed-

HAD BEEN CALLED TO DYING 
FATHER’S BEDSIDE. 


Continuing the Mnjor relates his re¬ 
peated and vain attempt* to have the 
soldiery under him punished for their 
ill-treatment of native*. "I have seen 
them." he writes, "kick the poor rub¬ 
ber and ivory bearers until they fell 
from exhaustion and then torture the 
unfortunates amid howl® of laughter. 
I repeatedly reported cases of robbery, 
murder and‘outrage, but these reports 
were unheeded.” 

The Major says he once received ft 
letter from the Governor-General of the 
Congo advising him that his services 
were greatly appreciated, but saying 
his reports were full of criticisms and 
could not be transmitted to Brussels, 
where only tho rosy side of things was 
desl red. 

Later the Major tried to see King 
Leopold, but he was always prevented 
by intermediaries. "Finding reports 
useless," the Major goes on. ”1 became 
pitiless toward the soldier brigand® in 
my determination to enforce respect for 
the natives, and I challenge the Ad¬ 
ministration to produce one single na¬ 
tive complaint against me.”

AT VERSAILLES, FRANCE. 


SISTER FATALLY WOUNDED. 


The Rev. S. L. Crouch For Second 
Time In Thre Months, Slays 
a Negro. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., July 2S.— For the 
second time within a period of three 
months, the Rev. S. L. Crouch, a Meth¬ 
odist preacher, this afternoon shot and 
instantly killed a negTo. The shooting 
three month® ago was done In defense 
of his wife, while the killing of Bud 
Wiley this afternoon w r ae in defense 
of his own life, and to prevent the ne¬ 
gro from making his escape. Crouch, 
though a preacher, is also employed 
as watchman at a large lumber mill, 
und while making his rounds In the 
yard®, it was reported to him that 
two negro men had broken into a store 
nearby. When last «?oen they were run¬ 
ning through the lumber yards He 
made a search for them, which result¬ 
ed in the! capture of Wiley. After he 
was indentifled by Mrs. Robertson, 
Mr. Crouch started with his prisoner 
for the county Jail. They had proceed¬ 
ed only a few stops when the negro 
struck hi® captor In the face and then 
attempted to break looso from him. 
when the latter fired. Tho bullet struck 
the negro in the head, killing him in¬ 
stantly. 

After the shooting Crouch disappear¬ 
ed. but It Is thought he will return In 
a day or two and surrender to the 
i authorities. 


Versailles, July 28.—Henry Hunting- 
ton, son of Douglas St. Georges Hunt¬ 
ington, formerly attache of the Amer¬ 
ican embassy tn Pari®, was arrested 
here to-night on the charge of shooting 
his iwtj sisters and two of his brothers. 
The condition of his sisters is serious. 
Elizabeth received a bullet near the 
heart, and is thought to be dyivig. 

The tragedy-occurred at the bedside 
of the father, who wa® dying. Henry 
had returned to ask his father's for¬ 
giveness, having been estranged from 
his parents for some time past. Mr. 
Huntington, Sr., was suffering from 
pulmonary congestion, and as it wa* 
believed that he was near death, & tele¬ 
gram was sent to Henry to return. The 
latter hurried to the bedside, around 
which were grouped the weeping wife, 
the daughters, Edith and Elizabeth, 
and the eons, Alonzo and Douglas. 
Henry pleaded for forgiveness for the 
sorrow’ he had caused, and had re¬ 
ceived his father’s blessing, when 
Douglas requested him to seek the 
pardon of his mother, also. This Henry 
declined to do, and thereupon Alonzo 
asked him to leave the room. 

According to the police, Henry Im¬ 
mediately drew a revolver and fired at 
Alonzo. He thjn wheeled and shot 
both his sisters, and endeavored to es¬ 
cape. He was captured, however. 

The Huntingtons are well known in 
and about Pari®, where Alonzo Is a 
prominent artist. Mr. Huntington, Sr., 
who Is sixty years old, survived the 
shock of the tragic scene and was still 
alive at midnight. He was sinking 
rapidly, however, and was not expected 
to survive the night. 

Later it developed that Dougla* 
Huntington also had been hit by a 
flying bullet. 

MISS ALICE KREMER 

SUCCUMBS TO DEATH. 


After two weeks' illness of a compli¬ 
cation of diseases. Miss Alice Krcmer, 
aged twenty year*, died at Norton In¬ 
firmary at 10 o'clock yesterday morn¬ 
ing. Miss Kremer was the daughter 
of Chris Kremer, a gardener living on 
the Bardstown road. She Is survived 
by her father and mother. The funeral 
will bo held at 2 o’clock this afternoon 
at the residence of her father, and the 
burial will be In Eastern cemetery. 


There Is no doubt that had the sit¬ 
uation last year been a* It Is at pres¬ 
ent with Hearst no longer a factor in¬ 
side of the Democratic party, Mr. Bry¬ 
an might have ignored the new Issue. 
While the radical men In the Bryan 
camp have applauded the utterance to 
the echo, the men, as 1 said before, 
who w 111 get him the nomination If that 
be possible, realized from the start the 
blunder that had been made and that 
Mr. Bryan agrees with them some of 
his interview® since then give ample 
evidence of. The interesting question 
at the present time Is. has Bryan re¬ 
paired his blunder; are the voter* go¬ 
ing to forget about It so that the issue 
will do him no harm In the future? 
The Bryan folks think he has and that 
as a consequence the Incident has end¬ 
ed. They go on to urge that it Is the 
privilege of every public man to change 
his views and point out how President 
McKinley did that, not alone on the 
question of silver coinage, but also on 
the tariff. They do not see how the 
question can come up for discussion 
In view of the disavowal of Mr. Bryan. 
There are some frionds of his here not 
quite in accord with this view. The 
ground they tuke is that Issuing a spe¬ 
cial statement on the subject is apt to 
be viewed by some as a confession of 
weakness, and hence Mr. Bryan is not 
apt to be helped thereby. They think 
It would have been better not to have 

said anything at ail. 

• • • 

Belief of the Leaders. 

The conservative leaders do not be¬ 
lieve that the statement from Lincoln 
has had any effect on the- situation 
whatsoever. They point eut that no 
matter how much Mr. Bryan may seek 
to Induce the voters to forget the Issue 
that he will fall Is a foregone conclu¬ 
sion. There 1® a precedent In their con¬ 
tention. It 1® the campaign of 1500 
w'hero thousands of Democrats voted 
against him for his free-silver view® 
of 1896 despite the fact that it wa* 
sought to make expansion an issue in 
the canvass. Right here let It be ad¬ 
ded that, after all, the voters let but 
one Issue influence their ballot: Is the 
candidate a safe man. one who, If elect¬ 
ed, will try no experiments which may 
clog the w’heels of Industry and bring 
about hard times? The conservative 
Democrats of the East urge that in 
considering this question the voters are 
apt to take the issue of Government 
ownership as a factor In deciding their 
ballot. That is not oil, however. There 
Is ye-t another reason ^wby the owner¬ 
ship question wdll not be forgotten if 
Mr. Bryan be a candidate. It Is this:

Mosquitoes in Louisville and vicinity 
thi* summer are scarce compared with 
the number that usually infest this 
section during the torrid seuson.

During Mayor Barth’s administra¬ 
tion Dr. Allen prevailed upon the Board 
of Public Works to sprinkle with oil 
all the ponds and pools within the city 
limits. He said yesterday that he hop¬ 
ed to Impress upon the members of 
the present Board of Public Works tho 
need of continuing thtl® practice. 

"In my opinion that will do more to 
exterminate the mosquito than any¬ 
thing else” he said. "All ponds an.l 
pools of water In and about Louisville 
should be sprinkled with oil at least 
twice a week.” 


There a*re Democrats here who voted 
for Mr. Bryan both in 1896 and 1900 
who believe that the time has arrived 
when he should sacrifice hi® own ambi¬ 
tions for the good of the party.

HISTORY OF FORMER TRIALS. 


Frankfort. Ky.. July 28.-[Speclal.]— 
To-morrow afternoon at Georgetown the 
fourth trial of Caleb Power* on the 
charge of being In the conspiracy which 
is alleged to have brought about the as¬ 
sassination of Gov. William Goebel, on 
January 30, 1900, will be gone into in 
the Scott Circuit Court at a special 
term of that court. Judge Joseph E. 
Robbias, of Mayfield, who sat on the 
bench during the third trial of the 
caxse, will preside as Special Judge dur¬ 
ing this trial. 

In advance of the calling of this noted 
case both sides give Intimation that 
they will answer ready for trial. Much 
of the evidence of former trials will be 
left out. a* unnecessary’, though much 
of what has been thrice told will again 
be repeated before the jury. Interest 
will be attracted to the case not be¬ 
cause of any now or startling evidence 
to be offered, but through the conduct 
of the caae by the attorneys for the 
sides of Commonwealth and defense. 
The place of the late Col. Tho*. C. 
Campbell, on the side of the prosecu¬ 
tion. has been taken by Judge B. G. 
Williams, of this city, and Attorney V. 
F. Bradley, of Georgetown, will also as¬ 
sist Robert B. Franklin, Common¬ 
wealth's Attorney of Franklin county. 
On the side of the defence. J. C. Sims* 
of Bowling Green, will lead, and will 
be assisted by W. M. Smith, of Louis¬ 
ville; Samuel Wilson, of Lexington; W. 
C. Owens, of Louisville, and L. F. Sin¬ 
clair, of Scott county.

Reversal of former judgments in the 
case has been for errors In admission 
and rejection of evidence. Instructions, 
and so forth. In the opinions of the 
Court of Appeals, reversing two Judg¬ 
ments Imposing life imprisonment and 
one imposing the death penalty, every 
phase of the caae has been reviewed 
by the higher court, every piece of evi¬ 
dence gone over, and advice given for 
the new trial to follow. The reversal 
of the last Judgment entered was for 
two very small errors, one the entering of 
the Judgment upon the verdict of the jury 
the some day It was returned, and al¬ 
leged Improper conduct upon the part 
of Col. Campbell In stating to the jury 
In argument that eleven of the jurors 
who tried Jim Howard were for the In¬ 
fliction of the death penalty. 

If a verdict of guilty Is returned in 
the trial about to be proceeded with, 
the case will almost certainly be taken 
on writ of error to the Supreme Court 
of the United States, with a view of 
further presenting the Taylor pardon 
to Powers, given on March 10, 1900, 
following the assassination of Goebel. 
It Is said that it Is for this purpose that 
W. M. Smith, of Louisville, Is in the 
case at thin trial. Mr. Smith was for¬ 
merly a District Attorney of the United 
States, and is thoroughly up on the 
practice In the Federal courts. 

It will be recalled that when Federal 
Judge Cochran, of the Eastern district 
of Kentucky, took the custody of 
Powers In his court. In an effort upon 
the part of the defendant to get out 
of the State courts and into the United 
States courts. Justice Harlan, of the 
United States Supreme Court, wrote 
an opinion of that court, setting aside 
tho orders of Cochran and remanding 
the caae, in which opinion he wrote 
that it was the opinion of that court 
that the refusal of the officials of the 
State courts to recognize the pardon 
by Taylor to Powers would not make 
a case of removal to the Federal Court 
on the ground of denial or inability to 
enforce in Kentucky any right secured 
to the accused by the Constitution of 
the United States, but that such action 
of the courts of Kentucky In respect 
to that pardon can be reviewed by the 
Unfted States Supreme Court on writ 
of error. 

Tho contention of the attorneys for 
Powers, made in former trials of the 
case and in attempting to get Into the 
Federal courts. Is that Taylor, at the 
time he Issued the pardon, was in pos¬ 
session of all papers, records and ar¬ 
chives of the State Executive Depart¬ 
ment of Kentucky, residing in the ex¬ 
ecutive mansion of the State, and was 
being recognized by the United States 
Government, in tjiafc the Poatmaster 
General had directed the postmaster at 
Frankfort to deliver to him all mail 
addressed to the “Governor of Ken¬ 
tucky."

It is sufficient to lay that if the 
accused by reason of the Taylor pardon, 
acquired any right under the Constitution 
or laws of the United Suites, and if at 
the next trial of his case that right, hav¬ 
ing been specially set up and claimed, 
should be denied by the highest court of 
the State in which a decision of that 
qmsnion could be had. such action of that 
court In respect of that pardon, can be 
reviewed here upon writ of error. Wo 
do not perceive that any question arising 
out of the pardon could make a case un¬ 
der Section 641 for Urn removal of the 
prosecution from the State court. 

“We are all of opinion that the order 
awarding tho writ of habeas corpus cum 
causa must be reversed, with directions

SISTER AND MOTHER STRICKEN 


An outline of the proceeding* had in 
the courts of Kentucky and the United 
State* during the last seven year* In 
the Powers case will be of interest at 
this time. As stated ubove, this Is to 
be the fourth trial of the defendant. 
Powers wus arrested on March 11, 1900, 
as he was endeavoring to escape In 
disguise from Frankfort. On March 
27 following he was held without ball 
by County Judge J. D. Moore, of 
Franklin county. On April 17 an In¬ 
dictment was returned against him by 
the Franklin county grand jury. On 
May 2 following the prosecution was 
transferred to the Scott Circuit Court 
on defendant's motion for a change of 
venue. Beginning July 9, a special 
term of that rtrart was hold for his 
trial. He was found guilty and hi* 
punishment fixed at life Imprisonment 
In the State penitentiary. On March 
28. 1901. the Court of Appeals reversed 
that Judgment and remanded the case 
for now trial. 

At the October. 1901. term of the 
Scott Circuit Court a second trial wo* 
had. The verdict of the jury was the 
same as on the first trial. The Court 
of Apj^als again, on December 3. 1902, 
reversed that judgment and ordered 
another trial. Another special term of 
the Scott Circuit Court was held in Au¬ 
gust. 1903, Powers was convicted and 
the death penalty Imposed. December 
«. 1904, the Appellate Court, for the 
third time, reversed judgment

Darrow Changes Tone. 


The paragraphs of the opinion of 
Justice Harlan which deal with this 
matter of pardon are of interest Just 
now, when the steps to be taken In the 
State court* to get the case before the 
United States Supreme Court on writ 
of error, as suggested by Justice Har¬ 
lan, are about to be taken. This por¬ 
tion of the opinion reads: 

"It is necessary to notice one other 
point made in behalf of the accused. At 
each of the trials he pleaded In bar of 
tho prosecution a pardon granted to him 
on tho 10th day of March. 1900, by Will¬ 
iam B. Taylor, wlvo was alleged to have 
been, at the time, duly elected, qualified, 
actual and acting Governor of Kentucky, 
having in Ids possession and under his 
control all tho books, paper*, records and 
archives, os well as the Executive Man¬ 
sion. belonging to tho office of Governor. 
That pardon. It la. alleged, was accepted 
by the accused. It Is further alleged 
that at the tVme said pardon was issued 
Taylor had been recognized, regarded 
and treated os the lawful Governor of 
Kentucky by tho exocutivo power and 
Executive Department of tho Government 
of tho United Biotas, including the Presi¬ 
dent, Che Attorney Gonoral and the Post- 
toaster General, and by the postmaster 


At the May, 1905, term of the Scott 
Circuit Court another trial was about 
to be entered Into when proceedings 
were Instituted on behalf of Powers to 
transfer him to the Jurisdiction of the 
Federal Court for the Ekiatern district 
of Kentucky. Judge Cochran granted 
the prayer of his petition, but the 
United States Supreme Court reversed 
Judge Cochran and ordered Power* 
surrendered to the authorities of the 
State of Kentucky for trial In the 
State courts. Th.* opinion of Judge 
Cochran In tho matter was filed on July 
7. 1905. The decision of the United 
States Supreme Court was announced 
by Justice Harlan, March 12. 1906. 

Another declaration of the United 
States Supremo Court, through Justice 
Harlan. Is, that "where the highest 
court of the State has declared that 
the action of the trial court In refusing 
to qua£h the Indictment or the panel 
of petit Jurors cannot under the law of 
the State be reviewed by any Appellate 
Court, although the motion to quash 
was made on Federal grounds, then 
after the higher Appellate Court of the 
State has disposed of the matters of 
which It may take cognizance, a writ of 
error will run from this court to the 
highest court in the State in which tho 
decision of the Federal question may 
be had; and upon such writ of error 
this court can review the Judgment of 
the trial court, and will exercise such 
jurisdiction as may he necessary to 
vindicate any Federal right, privilege 
or immunity set up and denied.”

How Verdict Was Reached. 


Inquiry among the jurors after their 
dismissal revealed some of the elements 
entering Into their decision. Samuel 
D. Gilman, the lust man to be won over 
to the defense, declared that a ma¬ 
jority of the men seemed convinced 
that the general tone of the court’s In¬ 
structions 1 ridiculed that the defendant 
should be freed. Finley Me Bean, w'ho 
voted consistently for acquittal from 
the first, declared that the Judge’s In 
structlons seemed to settle all doubt us 
to the course he should take. 

Juror James Robertson, the good- 
natured Scotchman at whose house 
here In Boise Gov. Steunenberg board¬ 
ed for more than tw'o years, said: 

”1 could not reconcile myself to vot¬ 
ing any other way than with the de¬ 
fense from the very first, and 1 think 
that under the law' and the evidence 
there was nothing else for us to do. 
The lost fellow who held out against 
acquittal belongs to the same fraternal 
organization that I do. There was some 
talk of a compromise on a second- 
degree verdlot, but we would not stand 
for that—it either had to be acquittal 
or I would have stayed there forever

Only Inference In Case.

Haywood Reaches Court 


^ Judge Wood w'ns telephoned for at 
7:10 a. m„ and arrived at the court¬ 
house twenty minutes later. The at¬ 
torneys for th© defense and prosecution 
were slower, and they did not arrive 
until Just before 8 o'clock. Mr. Harrow 
being the first. Haywood entered the 
court at 7:45 o'clock, and smiled his 
customary greetings? to counsel and 
newspapermen. Asked as to how he 
felt, he declared “very w’ell, indeed.” 

He had lain down most of the night 
and had had some sleep. 

Judge Wood took his place on the 
bench at 7:54 o’clock, and four minutes 
later the tired, bedraggled jurors filed 
In. Haywood sat with his right elbow 
hung over the back of his armchair, a 
characteristic attitude. As the clerk 
began to call the roll the silence in 
the big court room wits painful. The 
ticks of the clock on the wall sounded 
like blow's from a sledge. Then came 
the voice of Judge Wood, asking: 

“Gentlemen of the Jury, have you 
agreed upon a verdict?" 

Haywood turned his single eye upon 
the twelve men. 

“We have," came the response from 
Foreman Gess. who handed a plain 
white official-size envelope to the court. 

Judge Wood drived into envelope, 
hesitated, looked again, and then with 
some amazement said: "There is 
nothing In here."

Almost Had Proved He Could Walk Across Street On 
Hands When Automobile Honk Frightened Him.

Jn the presence of but one!” 


“There’s the right envelope in your 
coat pocket,” said Juror Russell to Mr. 

Gess. The foreman w'as palpably nerv¬ 
ous. and this added materially to th© 
strain felt by all In tho court room, 

The second envelope was handed up. 

Judge Wood glanced at It and tossed 
the paper to the clerk, who read: 

"State of Idaho against William D. 

Haywood: We. the Jurors In the abov 
entitled case, find the defendant. Will 
lam D. Haywood, not gruilty 

“THOMAS B. GES6, Foreman.' 

Then came the congratulations 
Haywood, in the midst of w'hich Judge 

Wood said: “The defendant will be ] await his passage, 
discharged and the Jury dismissed for 
the term." 

Attorney Richardson was on his feet 

“Would your honor permit?” he be¬ 
gan, but. changing his mind, sat down 
with the sentence unfinished. It was 
announced later that Haywood had de 
sired to make a speech to the Jurors, 
but had finally contented himself with 
expressing his thanks personally to 
each one. 

“And If any of you ever com© to 
Denver.” he said to them as they were 
leaving tho court room, “you will al 
ways find a welcome at th© Haywood 
home." 

Haywood received scores of tele¬ 
grams of congratulation during the day 
from nJl sections of the country. Many 
w’ene from Individuals and many more 
from labor and Socialist organizations. 

Eugene V. Debs was among the first 
to send greetings. 


Juror Samuel F. Russell, senior mem¬ 
ber of the panel, said: "There was 
nothing against Haywood but suspicion 
and Inference and when we came to de¬ 
tail the evidence In the Jury room it 
did not seem to fit." 

Samuel D. Gilman, Juror number 
three, said: “I caiumt point any par 
tlcular instruction that seemed to de¬ 
cide the boys on a verdict of not 
guilty. I do not think there wras any 
particular Instruction that they debat¬ 
ed over. I believe It was th© instruc¬ 
tions generally. They could not seem 
to make head or tall to them, but were 
convinced that the general tone Indi¬ 
cated that th© defendant should be 
freed. Some of them seemed to think 
the Instructions were very strong re¬ 
garding corroborative testimony, and 
some sfidd that they could not be clear 
as to the reasonable doubt.” 

There are many In Boise who are 
Inclined to the opinion that a con¬ 
trolling influence with the jury was 
their disbelief of Orchard’s testimony. 
Haywood’s counsel. In all of their ar¬ 
guments, heaped abuse upon Orchard, 
and told of the general contempt In 
w'hich all classes held such a man as 
he. The attorneys played upon the 
probability that Orchard had betci 
promised Immunity by someone con¬ 
nected with the prosecution, and called 
attention to the fact that he had been 
treated with the greatest consideration 
by the penitentiary authorities since his 
confession w»as mode to a Pinkerton de¬ 
tective. 

Judge Wood in his charge warned the 
Jury to view Orchard’s testimony with 
great caution, und as a test of the cor¬ 
roborating evidence suggested that the 
story told by Orchard be laid aside and 
the remainder of the evidence viewed 
in lhat light. It was not necessary, 
however, h© added, that the corrob¬ 
orating evidence should prove every 
point. 

In the days of Jury selection a vein 
of prejudice against Orchard was un¬ 
covered unexpectedly, when the panel 
w'as more than half completed. One 
of the proposed Jurymen volunteered as 
an excuse tho information that he 
would not, could not. believe Orchard 
under any circumstances. This was a 
cause for his challenge and removal, 
and thereafter the attorneys for tho 
State Inquired carefully Into the mat¬ 
ter of antipathy to a confessing wit¬ 
ness.

ADOPTED AT THE PEACE CON¬ 
FERENCE AT THE HAGUE. 


Erroneous Impression Corrected 
President Nelidoff In An 
Interview.

The Hague. July 28.—M. Nelidoff, 
president of the peace conference. In 
order to prevent further comments 
upon erroneous Interpretations of the 
debate and vote taken yesterday before 
the Committee on the Collection of 
Public and Private Debts, made the fol¬ 
lowing statement to-day: 

“The American proposition regarding 
the collection of contractual pecuniary 
debts was unanimously adopted In prln- 
ciplo, as the abstentions from voting do 
not affect th© unanimity. The Com¬ 
mittee of Examination is simply in. 
trusted with the editing of the text of 
the proposition aiming to better satisfy 
the desires expressed during th© de 
bate." 

The special commission intrusted with 
the editing of th© proposition relating 
to the bombardment of undefended 
towns and villages met to-day. Dr. 
Hagerup, of Norway, presiding. There 
wras a long discussion which was sum¬ 
marized in an Important report of ten 
pages, which as y©t has not been dis¬ 
tributed to the delegates. 

Recalling how' Count Tornlelll, of 
Italy, had combined the original propo¬ 
sition of the United States with the 
propositions presented by other powers, 
the report proposes to use the term 

undefended" instead of “unfortified’’ 
towns. The article establishing that the 
commander of a fleet can destroy the 
military establishments of an unde¬ 
fended town only when the local nuth 
orlties refuse to do so themselves with¬ 
in a reasonable time was approved by 
a vote of 31 to 6. 

An animated discussion occurred over 
the question of signs to be hoisted over 
buildings that are to be spared during 
a bombardment, and it finally whs de¬ 
cided that the sign shall consist of a 
large rectangular panel of wood o 
linen divided Into two triangles, the 
upper triangle to be black und the 
low'er white.

Much w'heat Is being heU lor $1 per 
bushel, and an effort 1* b^ng made to 
pool several thousand buy^ls.

ings of others. Anyone can get credit 
when It Is known in advance that pay¬ 
ment will be mnde on time. To obtain 
credit without any prospect that pay¬ 
ment will ever be made is the ideal 
toward which earnestly strive those 
countries which regard tho notions of 
the shopkeeper as unworthy the ap¬ 
proval of men of high purposes. 

It is undoubtedly true that such 
countries am Venezuela are Invaded by 
people who are Intent upon getting 
valuable concessions, and who put a 
high valuation on them when they are 
withdrawn. These men ikc very will¬ 
ing to appeal to their home Govern¬ 
ment* to enforce the payment of claims 
for damages which they may have In 
consequence of the failure of the Gov¬ 
ernment to carry out its contract. No 
doubt they often place their damages 
at an extravagant figure. Hence the 
proprietyTJf having somebody who Is 
not interested to pucs on the validity 
of (he clnlm. But as the Government 
of such a country mokes treaties, con¬ 
tracts we may will them, to grant to 
the people of another country certain 


rights. It can hardly complain If the 
other party to the contract Insists that 
it shall be respected. If the two coun¬ 
tries differ as to what this contract 
means, it is well to leave the decision 
to somebody who is Impartial. To re¬ 
fuse to do so Is equivalent to saying 
that I he treaty Is a mere ooUection of 
words which has no real force when 
one party is determined to disregard It. 

While objecting to force In the prose¬ 
cution of international claims. Vene¬ 
zuela present* herself In the double 
altitude of refusing to carry out the 
awards of arbitration board*, and of 
refusing to submit to a: bitrtiDon other 
clfthna of the citizens of this country. 
Among the American claims Is ene of 
Felix Jaurett, who claims thfu a profit¬ 
able business of his was destroyed by 
order of the President,* and who asks 
$50,000 damages. Now the claim for 
damages may be excessive. But 
Jaurett had the right, under treaty and 
contracts, to carry on bis business, cr 
he had not. It seems eminently prop¬ 
er that this flfocrokl be submitted to an 
impartial tribunal for decision, and If 
he had any rights which were denied, 
the measure of damages might woli be 
so loft for decision also. Venezuela has 
no more right to be a Judge in It* own 
oas© than has Mr. Jaurett. To refuse 
to arbitrate is to Invite the use of 
force by the stronger Power. 

Much may be sold against the use 
of warships to enforce private claims 
of doubtful validity. But the old rule 
that he that asks equity must do 
equity has a great Influence on the 
minds of men. To substitute arbitra¬ 
tion for force Is a moat attractive idea, 
but it must get Its effective support 
from the action of countries that in¬ 
stantly comply with the decision of 
arbitration boards. To refuse arbitra¬ 
tion, on the one band, or to refuse to 
rarry out awards, on the other, is to 
bring the whale plan Into ddsoredlt. A 
country that is resolved not to do right 
must sooner or later be forced to do 
justice. It is regrettable forNa country 
to be wicked, and it is a misfortune 
to be weak, but to be weak and wicked 
at the same time hi a privilege which 
mankind wiH not long accord to any 
country.

Maria, Fitzherbert. 

The "royal romance" mentioned yes¬ 
terday In the Courier-Journal's society 
letter from Washington recalls a sub¬ 
ject that was of great interest in Eng¬ 
land a century and more ago. That 
George IV, while Prince of Wales, 
went through a marriage ceremony 
with Mrs. Marla Fitzherbert Is no 
longer seriously questioned. She proba¬ 
bly regarded ft as valid, but It was not 
so under the law of Great Britain, 
which prohibited marriage between a 
subject and a Prince of the blood royal, 
and without the King’s consent. Ac¬ 
cordingly, George disregarded the mar¬ 
riage by diarrying In 1795 his cousin. 
Caroline of Brunswick, in order to get 
his debts paid. 

While George IV. was held up as the 
"ttrst gentleman of Europe," on ac¬ 
count of his courtly manners, he was 
In fact a great scapegrace. His mar¬ 
riage with Mrs. Fitzherbert In 1?85 fol¬ 
lowed a career of extravagance and 
profligacy. He lived with his wife Caro¬ 
line but a little while, and he made 
strenuous efforts to have her punished 
for alleged infldeMty, which few peo¬ 
ple believed In. A bill of pains and 
penalties against her got a small ma¬ 
jority on the third reading, but public 
sentiment was so much In her favor 
that It was withdrawn. There may be 
differences of opinion as to the pater¬ 
nity of those who claim to be descend- j 
ed from him and Mrs. Fitzherbert. but i 
there Is none at all as to the essential 
wortbleesnees of George IV., In spite 
of the high praise bestowed upon his I 
manners as a gentleman. 

Mrs. Fitzherbert was six years older 
than George IV. Her maiden name 
was Maria Smythe. She married first 
Edward Weld, and afterward Thomas 
Fitzherbert. In 1781, at the ags of 
twenty-five years, she was a widow for 
the second tlm^, and In December, 1785, 
a clergyman of the Church of Eng¬ 
land undertook to marry her to George 
IV. She died in 1837. having long're- 
cetved a large pension from the Gov¬ 
ernment 


The number of immigrants who land¬ 
ed art New Orleans for th* fiscal year 
ending June 30 last was 3.825, of whom 
sixty were rejected .for various disabil¬ 
ities, none being for crtmfnal ceases. 
The greater part of them were Ital¬ 
ians, who, barring a tendency to the 
Black Hand or the Mafia, are an ac¬ 
ceptable class. With some there !s a 
disposition to settle hi the congested 
portion of New Orleans, In the old 
French quarter, but most of them go 
to the country and make good work¬ 
men on the sugar and rice plan rations.

The Case of Col. Ayres. 

Tho retirement of Lieut. CoL diaries 
G. Ayres from the army by an ex¬ 
amining court, on the grounds of phys¬ 
ical disability, reflects no credit upon 
the army or the Administration which 
countenances such injustice. It smacks 
more of spitework than of anything 
else, and is the direct result of a very 
natural expression of resentment at 
a Just criticism of the officers at 
West Point for a rudeness to bis wife. 
There was no ground for charges which 
would have warranted an arraignment 
before a court-martial, and resort was 
had to the expedient of effecting his 
retirement from the army on account 
of physical incapacity for active duty, 
which was a subterfuge. 

Entering the army in 1875 as Second 
Lieutenant In the Twenty-fifth Infan¬ 
try. Col. Ayres saw much aetlvo service 
in the West in campaigns against the 
Indians, and earned the reputation of 
being one of the bravest and boldest 
among the young army officers. He at¬ 
tained the rank of Captain In 1902. pro¬ 
motion beic.g then slower than now, 
and in the Spanish-American War was 
a prominent figure in the Santiago 
campaign. He was especially con¬ 
spicuous for his gallantry at Las 
Quasi mas, where by his heroism he 
rescued MaJ. Bell, of the Rough Riders, 
who lmd been ambushed, by leading a 
detachment through a storm of bullets 
to his succor. FV»r this Act he was reo* 
ommended for a medal of honor, and In 
more than one instance he was men¬ 
tioned for promotion to the rank of 
Brigadier General. Among those who 
Joined In such recommendation was 
President Roosevelt* Colonel of tha

Consternation has com* to owners snd 
patrons of Broadway restaurants through 
an order from the 81 a te Excise Depart¬ 
ment requiring that after August 1 the 
sale of liquors must stop at 1 o’clock 
(n the morning in all places which do not 
have aJI-night licensee. 

One effect of this order win oe ;© com¬ 
pel tho thousands of night workers who 
Occasionally like to enter a repqtxblc 
place for "a Mte and a drop" either to go 
thirsty or seek a quenching beverage in 
the dive# which do business undlstu.'t'C.i 
until all hours of the morning. 

That the Excise Department should d - 
mand the strictest kind of compliance 
with the law. from the owners of cafee 
where tntoxtaiUed per aims never are seen 
and where a man under the influence of 
liquor will not be served and make no 
effort to compel an enforcement of the 
law in the disreputable side street places 
has aroused much comment along the 
Great White Way. 

As will h* recalled, an attempt wa« 
made about a year Ago to prevent the 
rale of liquors in the all-night restau¬ 
rants, but the movement was so unpopu¬ 
lar from the first that It quickly subsided. 
It was pointed out at that time by prom¬ 
inent business men and others that no 
»ffort to make a fifth*r a out of BroHdw iy 
could over succeed. 

To f.btaJn an all-night Meense, one must 
pay 810 each night. While this does not 
se*tn large for a big place to pay it Is 
pointed out by the restaurant men that 
it is paying a fair-sized sum to do bus - 
ness for very short time. It is said 
that practically none of the Broadway 
places would take out all-night licensee. 
Their owners feel that they are be.ng 
discriminated against. Inasmuch as no 
notice of the Intended enforcement of the 
law foul been sent to the scores of side 
street places—many of them rathskellers 
where the mo*: sordid eiomvru of the 
Tenderloin gathers—drinking goes on all 
night and no one makes any effort to re¬ 
strict IL 

Notices of the now order of things have 
been sent to the leading restaurateurs by 
Frederick W. Steele, counsel for the Ex¬ 
cise Department. Among the places which 
will be affected are Rector s. Shanley's, 
Churchill's. Browne’s, Burns', Jack’s, 
Heoly's, Kennelly’s, Pabst’s Harlem, 
Fay's and the West End.

GREEN CORN DANCE BEGINS. 


[Muskogee, I. T., Special to \Vashlngton 
Post] 

In the forty-seven Indian towns of toe 
Creek Nation there are now be.ng held 
the annual green corn dance*. The boot¬ 
legger is busy and the Indian, after he 
has danced, will eat green corn for the 
first tlxue this year. 

An Indian wili not eat roasting cars 
until after the green corn dance. This is 
an old superstitious custom rigidly ob¬ 
served among full bloods. The custom is 
so old that it is Impossible to gel a clear 
idea as to its origin. 

The green corn dances are held about 
the same time in each town, although 
where there are Indian towns close to¬ 
gether different dates are sometimes 
fixed, so that the towns may attend each 
dance. 

There are from fifty to 100 Indian* at 
theso dances, although when some big 
celebration takos place toe numbers run 
up to 6u0 or 900. 

For the greCn corn dance the Indians 
assemble and the squaws cook Urge 
kettles full of corn cut from the cob, 
potting In big piece* of beef and pork 
with It. E&ch Indian has a bowl, and 
jetting his portion elt.s on the ground. 
A dance will sometimes Ust three days. 
There is a feast each day and a dance 
each night following. At the dances 
trouble always occurs. The records of 
the Federal Jails already show the prog¬ 
ress of the green cor lance*.

Yesterday was the last Sunday for 
the Rev. Dr. B. A. Dawes as pastor of 
the Highland Baptist churoh. After 
more than twelve years spent as the 
pastor of that congregation he will-soon 
leave for Georgetown, where he has 
accepted the pastorate of the First 
Baptist church of that place. His new 
charge will be on© of the strongest con¬ 
gregations of the Baptist Church In 
Kentucky. It is with genuine regret 
that the members of his congregation 
see him leave, as he has more than 
tripled the membership of the church 
during his Incumbency. 

Dr. Dawes came here from Carlisle In 
1895, that having been his second 
charge. He was at first stationed at 
SulvJsa, In Mercer county, but wan soon 
called to Carlisle. He accepted the call 
and remaJnod there until he accepted 
his present pastorate, about three years 
later. Here he was able to repeat the 
sucrcess he had attained at hia two 
previous charges. He not only strength¬ 
ened the church and added greatly to 
its membership, but, at the time of 
his resignation, he had been able, with 
the aid of his congregation, to com¬ 
plete a Sunday-school auditorium cost¬ 
ing about $15,000. A short while ago 
the members of the congregation gave 
a reception for Dr. Dawes and his 
family, at which he was presented with 
a silver water set by the Rev. Dr. 
George B. Eager, speaking in behalf 
of the members of the congregation. 
Dr. Dawes’ farewell sermon was one 
full of regret for leaving the congre¬ 
gation he had served so long. 

The church at Georgetown of which 
Dr. Dawes has accepted the pastorate 
is one of the strongest churches of the 
Baptist denomination in Ketvtucky,

NEWCOMERS ARE SUCCESSFUL 


Paducah, Ky.. July *8— rspcclal.]— 
While other sections are still discuss 
ing the advisability and means of In 
duclng immigration for various rea 
sons. McCracken county actually has 
started a stream of Immigrants from 
Austria, disposed of 260 acres of land 
to them and given options on 3,700 
more acres not now under cultivation 
Within twb months a colony of seven 
families, numbering twenty-seven per 
sons, has been established six miles 
from Paducah on the Benton road 
where hajf a dozen substantial houses 
are being built, and nine more Imml 
grants will arrive in October. Mean 
while on agent is at w r ork In Austria 
Inducing orhers to come over, and be 
Is backed up with letters from those 
already located here. Indications now- 
are that Western Kentucky and West 
Tennessee, from this small beginning, 
will be settled with a hardy class of 
European .agriculturists, used to in 
tense farming, such fls made the 
Northwrest the granary of the nation. 

Those w-ho have interested them¬ 
selves practically In this movement, 
which w-as inaugurated with a conven¬ 
tion in this city last fall, are of the 
opinion that the South has taken the 
wrong view of the Immigration ques¬ 
tion. Inquiries reaching Secretary D 
W. Coons, of the Commercial Club. In¬ 
dicate that the majority of the people 
understand this hiovement as a con 
certed effort to Introduce European 
laborers and household servants to 
supplant the blacks. The local work¬ 
ers have been confronted with the op¬ 
position of organized labor on this very 
ground, and It has required demonstra¬ 
tion to satisfy the laboring men that 
the Immigration association Is only en- 
loavoring to settle the waste land of 
Western Kentucky with experienced 
thrifty agriculturists, who would diver¬ 
sify the crops, produce wealth where 
there was dearth, and make the sec 
tion self-supporting as far as the food 
question goes. These men consider the 
negro as the laboring man of the 
South, and argue that so long as there 
are idle darkies In the South labor will 
be cheap and white men will not stay. 
For that reason they have made no ef¬ 
fort to encourage the immigration of 
foreigners without capital. 

• • • 

Immigrants With Capital. 


They have been successful In this 
part of their effort. The Immigrants 
who have arrived have had sufficient 
funds to pay one-third cash for their 
farms and erect houses. The latest ar- 
Ival deposited $1,700 In a local bank 
and brought $500 worth of furniture 
with him and his family. 

Investigation showed that it Is ea»y 
enough to Induce immigrants without 
caff!taP to come, especially If their fare 
s advanced. They can be gotten In 
New- York, but the movement was 
arefully and systematically Instituted 
to avoid Interesting this class of for¬ 
eigners. Those who have money have 
some specific destination In view- when 
they leave their homes, and it Is nec 
essary to go to Europe to interest them. 

The man to whom credit is due for 
starting the stream to Kentucky is 
D W. Coons, secretary of the Paducah 
Commercial Club, who aroused the In 
' rest of his own directors, and then in 
the face of a discouraging lack of co- 
peratlon proceeded to got up an im¬ 
migration convention and acquire prac¬ 
tical knowledge of the Immigration 
question. He made a trip East and 
ntervlewed Presid-nt Roosevelt and 
the Washington authorities. Then he 
went on to New York and talked to 
Frank Sargent. Commissioner General 
of Immigration. From him he learned 
how immigrants arrive, where they go 
and the class most desirable to ap¬ 
proach and how to approach them. 

When Mr. Coons returned home he 
was convinced that it was necessary to 
approach desirable farmers at their 
homes In Europe. This country has 
been so thoroughly exploited over there 
that they are suspicious and it Is nec¬ 
essary to get the official approval of 
the State and National Government 
and the home Government over there 
to pamphlets setting forth the desir¬ 
ability of the section for settlers. So 
Secretary Coons, who Is also secretary 
of the Immigration association, secured 
these Indorsements to his advertising 
matter, which he had printer] in the 
German language. 

While in New York he was inter- 
lewediby several German papers, and 
by the'tlme he returned home his mail 
%Vas filled w’tth letters from Immigra¬ 
tion agents, who wished to make con¬ 
tracts wtih the association to promote 
immlgrattn to Western Kentucky. Aft. 
er an Investigation he entered into con¬ 
tract with an Austrian, w'ho sailed to 
his fatherland, carrying with him the 
advertising matter. Options had been 
secured on land in this county before 
the agreement was made public so that 
there would be no Inflation of prices 
when the immigrants should arrive. 

During the winter J. P. Hutter ar¬ 
rived to look over the situation. He 
i a shrewd dealer and immediately 
purchased land, took over the options, 
and sailed homeward to organize a col¬ 
ony. He returned with the heads of 
six families, who w'ere soon followed 
by the other members. Ignace Kurtz, 
an Austrian carpenter ami contractor, 
then came, and he Is building the 
houses. The agent was shrew'd in in¬ 
ducing 8 man of the caliber of J. P. 
Hutter to take the Initiative. Hutter 
is a natural leader. anAGcnows a bar¬ 
gain. He has sold his holdings to the 
others, making a reasonable commis¬ 
sion; and yet really saving them money, 
as he guarantee thorn title and saves 
them from any danger of being de¬ 
frauded by reason of their Ignorance of 
the customs. laws and language. After 
the nine arrive in October there will 
be no more arrivals until next spring. 

hen It la predicted the stream of Im¬ 
migration will widen, as those already 
here are pleased with the prospects and 
their treatment.

tural situation tn the Purchase has 
Induced the observation of members of 
the association that there Ik room here 
for 100,000 more families, and from the 
small beginning made it is believed this 
number will be reached, as the move¬ 
ment has the indorsement of the Immi¬ 
grants already on the ground, who are 
anxious to Induce members of ihelr 
own families and neighbors to Join 
th£m. 

In October another immigration con¬ 
vention In connection with a good 
roads and dark tobacco convention will 
be held In Paducah. At this meeting 
the work already done will be can¬ 
vassed, and the probabilities are that 
a sufficient fund wdll be raised to give 
the immigration movement of the Pur¬ 
chase a great impetus, as the work will 
take care of Itself when once started, 
the agent receiving his remuneration 
from the sale of the land to the Immi¬ 
grants.

Charlie Gilbert, to victory It nat¬ 
urally also proved a gratifying one to the 
host of Canadians who witnessed the 
race, coming as they did, hundred* of 
miles to back the Hendrle entry against 
all comers. 

Their confidence had not been misplaced, 
as the race demonstrated that Charlie Gil¬ 
bert, under the able handling of little IC-1- 
ly. the jockey, was more than a match 
for Elllcott, upon whose chances many a 
ankee pinned his faith. The latter ran a 
noble race, but the weight proved too 
much and he was forced to go down to 
defeat before the terrific rush of the Ca¬ 
nadian trick.

Financially the meeting gives promise of 
being the greatest In the history of racing 
hereabouts, and under the guidance of 
such capable men as Judge Charles Price 
and Mr. Fred Gerhardy no question will 
ever arise as to the nature of racing af¬ 
forded the public. 

The public dearly demonstrated their 
confidence in the methods of booking In 
augurated this year in Canada, and for 
Use first time at Fort Erie by directing a 
rapid lire at the layers* lino from the very 
first race, and so far they have been well 
repaid, as favorites havo showed a mark¬ 
ed tendency all week for getting homo in 
front. 

The track has undergone a groat deal 
of recent Improvement, while the facilities 
for'reaching the course were never better, 
thus bespeakiug for Fort Erls a-good if 
not the very best meeting in its history. 

• • • 

Western horses have been quite proml. 
neut so far In the list of winners, and 
with but one or two exceptions have car¬ 
ried off the lion’s share of the winnings 
for the week. 

It was possibly through the medium of 
one of these animals, and that a timber, 
topper, that the bookies received Uie first 
drubbing, while Canadians generally were 
rather harshly awakened to the fact that 
steeplechasing, which received Its Incep¬ 
tion and fostering through Its early or ex¬ 
perimental years at their hand*, had wan¬ 
dered lax from its native shores and 
reach a pinnacle of perfection as well as 
popularity in this country also. 

One week ago had a person tore told the 
defeat of the great Munzaiio he* would un¬ 
doubtedly have been laughed to scorn.

So confident were the admirers 
of die great Manzano Uiat he was able 
to take the measure of any animal over 
Uie obstacles that Uiey eagerly grabbed 
at any figure tho layers would offer, 
thinking, no doubt, that the race was al¬ 
ready run, and It was like getting money 
from home. 

A few there were that thought different¬ 
ly. and also wisely.

N the American turf to-day are 
you t ha and more boy®—some scarce¬ 
ly out of the tender years of 
childhood—wlio are making sala¬ 
ries that would be considered princely In¬ 
comes in almost any learned profession. 
They make It by a combination of physical 
attributes and keen wits. 

It was Miller, the "boy with the flying 
start," who rode more titan 2S7 winners In 
1W6 and broke all records that had been 
heard of in this country or any other. It 
Is a maxveloua thing, so racing men think, 
to be able to bring various horses first to 
the wire more titan 300 times In a season 
<rf Hummer and winter sport. Considering 
the different dispositions of all the horses 
that the Jockey must ride, their moods, 
their likes and dislikes—for thoroughbreds 
are quite as notional as petted belles of 
fashion—It is no child's play for on eight¬ 
een-year-old boy to beat his rivals so suc¬ 
cessfully. Not old enough to vote, .but with 
the shrewdness of a man of years, it is 
estimated that Miller will earn by his rid¬ 
ing this year over $60,500, and Jockeys ere 
not paid so handsomely as they were flv c 
or six years ago. 

From whom does he receive It? The 
Newcastle Stable, for which Thomas 
Welch Is the trainer, has the first call on 
Ills servtces. That Is, he must ride for the 
Newcastle Stable if It has entered a hois.' 
for a certain race. James R. Keene has 
second call for his services. He Is the 
Jockey for tho Keen stable, therefore, 
whenever Mr. Ke«ne is racing a horse In 
some contest in which tho Newcastle Sta¬ 
ble Is not competing. If neither of the 
stables has a horse for a race and another 
owner desires to secure the services of 
Miller he may do so. Hence it la possible 
that the youth may ride In every race in 
each aftvrnoon of sport at the metropoli¬ 
tan tracks. When the season Is finished In 
and About New York he may engage him¬ 
self to ride In California or in tne South, 
wherever lie chooses to locate, so that 
he is confident of Engagements the year 
around if he cares to pursue his vocation 
without rest. 

Walter Miller was born in Brooklyn of 
German-Hebrew parentage. It has been 
asserted that he is a Russian Hebrew. Ills 
mother, a small, delicately featured wom¬ 
an, with snapping black eyes and a mu¬ 
sical voice, repents this. "My boy," said 
she. "Is of German blood. Wo came from 
Baden. Germany. He came by his love Of 
the horse naturally, for all my family are 
devotedly fond of horses. I had a brother, 
a during man. who was expert with 
horses, could handle them in all their 
mood* and train them perfectly. I, too. 
am fond of horses. There Is no surprise 
to me that Walter knows them so well. 
His father." she continued. "Is not so 
much of a horseman, but he is proud of 
Walter's success. He likes to see his boy 
do so well." 

Miller is a small, well-knit, deltcate- 
boned boy, who at ilrnt glance gives die 
Impression of being undersized. A closer 
inspection of Ids physique inclines one 
to correct the idea. Looking him over 
carefully from bead to heels he seem* 
to be compactly built for hi* ugo. and his 
flesh Is distributed evenly over the frame¬ 
work of Itane*. HLs racial characteris¬ 
tics are delineated In his facial features. 

Most fortunate Jockey, he is not com- 
pclb*d to diet. Of 'course, he does not 
live on rich foods and partake of strong 
drinks, as ‘ha* too frequently been the 
custom of some Jockeys w'ho ruse to 
greater or lesser neight* of fame, but 
ho can ©at the substantial* of life and 
derive benefit from them without acquir¬ 
ing unnecessary tissue. Some Jockeys, one 
must remember, confine thems©U*‘*s dur¬ 
ing the riding season, und even out of it, 
to certain foods, and those only, fearing 
that an extra pound or two added hero 
and there will deprive them of their abil¬ 
ity to pursue their calling. 

Radtke Is of different temperament 
than Miller. Ho Is a somewhat fiery lit tie 
chap and rather self-willed. His sharp 
replies earned him punishment in 1ft#*. 
but this year he ho* exorcised bettor 
control over himself and fewer word* of 
caution have had to be administered to 
him. He la considered to be very clever 
in making a strong finish. Like Miller, 
ho Is possessed of much physical power 
In his arms, and when a horse is tiring 
In the last Ftrlde of n hard-fought race 
Radtke fairly lift him along as he holds 
up his head and gives him encourage¬ 
ment to make the three or four final

TRYING TO ARREST SUPPOSED THIEF 

WATCHMAN RECEIVES SERIOUS WOUND. 


Edward Larkins, Leaving With Keg of Beer He Had 
Purchased, Resists Interference of Peter Klein. 


Thinking that Edward Larkins was 
stealing a keg of boor from the Main- 
street brewery. Seventeenth and Mam 
streets, Saturday night, the night 
watchman, Peter Klein, ordered him to 
put it down. I/arkins did not obey his 
order, and Klein picked up a bung 
Jack—a heavy iron corkscrew affair, 
used In breweries to remove bungs 
from empty beer keg»—and struck at 
him. Larkins dropped the keg and 
threw up his right arm to ward ofT the 
blow. He theci grappled with Klein, 
took the bung jack away from him, 
and dealt him a heavy blow with the 
Instrument across the head. 

Klein was knocked unconscious, a 
deep scalp wound being Inflicted on the 
side of his head. He was picked up 
and carried Into the brewery’, and later 
removed to his home. 1321 Crop street, 
where he now lies In a serious condi¬ 
tion. 

Larkins and two friends called at the 
brewery Saturday night and purchased 
a keg of beer to tide over a dry Sun¬ 
day. Larkins’ two companions remain¬ 
ed In the wagon w hile he went Into the 
brewery. As Larkins was leaving Klein 
saw him, and as numerous thefts of 


filled beer kegs have occurred at the 
brewery within tho last few weeks, the 
night watchman thought that Larkins 
had stolen the keg. 

According to the statement of Lar¬ 
kins, he could not understand tho seem¬ 
ingly unprovoked /attack of the night 
watchman, and oedy struck out with 
the bung Jack in self-defense. Ho as¬ 
serts that he did not know Klem was 
a watchman at the brew T cry. 

After the trouble Larkins went into 
the office of tlie brewery, and was re¬ 
funded his $2 which he hod paid for the 
keg of beer, but was told, ho says, that 
he might keep it because of the mis¬ 
take of the might watchman. Yester¬ 
day morning Larkins was arrested at 
his home. 1605 Jefferson street, by Corp # 
Herrington and Patrolman Fulono, on 
a charge of malicious assault. He de¬ 
clare that had Klein explained to him 
that he was the night watchman uud 
not attacked him with the Iron bar, 
that ire would have put down the keg 
of beer and the trouble would have 
been averted. 

Larkins is tho son of Edward T. Lar¬ 
kins, an engineer in the fire depart¬

MONEY DECIDEDLY EASIER. 


Now York. July 28.—Some Increased 
Interest was manifested in the market 
for securities last week In speculative 
operations for an advance, and some 
Improvement of sentiment over the in¬ 
vestment situation was perceptible, 
either as a cause or an effect of the 
stirring of speculative activity. Opin¬ 
ion over the investment outlook is still 
mixed, and It Is the conflicting factor* 
tn this field that account for uneven 
and irregular movement In the se¬ 
curities market. Activity there has 
been overwhelmingly, invested In the 
fiarrlnian Pacifies, owing to the spe¬ 
cial developments Ux that group. The 
course of procedure of the authorities 
of these companies has so far departed 
from precedent as to throw speculative 
sentiment into a quandary as to what 
programme of market operations Is in 
prospect. The approach of the dividend 
period for Southern Pacific and Union 
Pacific gave rise to the usual active 
speculating In those stocks, and the 
usual variety of rumors as to what the 
dividend action would be. Skillful 
operators In the market made use of 
last year's experience to suggest the 
likelihood that mystery would be main¬ 
tained as to the Intended dividend dis¬ 
tributions for some time, to be follow¬ 
ed by possible action. 

* • • 

News Withheld. 


The formal declaration of the div¬ 
idend for 1908 was made by the direc¬ 
tors on August lib but withheld from 
public, announcement until the morn¬ 
ing of August 17. The sensational ac¬ 
tivity which broke out In the stock 
* market when It was announced that 
dividends on Southern Pacific had been 
inaugurated at the rate of 5 per cent, 
and the # Union PacJfic dividend had 
been advanced frorq 6 to 10 per cent, 
is well remembered. It has been the 
conviction of the • present speculative 
operators that they were following an 
organized movement based on some 
such proposed sequence of events as 
last year. The motive for this move¬ 
ment has been urged “that the syndicate 
which underwrote the Union Pacific 
convertible bond r issue, and which 
found Itself obliged to take some $71.- 
000.000 of the total issue of $75,000,000, 
was anxious to make an active mar¬ 
ket for the bonds by stimulating spec¬ 
ulation in the stock. 

Conviction on this point was shuken 
in speculative clrpJes hv the explicit 
avowal of the head of the Harriman 
system that the Southern Pacific div¬ 
idend would in no event exceed the 6 
per cent. rate, while practically admit¬ 
ting the intention to raise the dividend 
from the present 5 per cent. rate. Spec¬ 
ulative enthusiasm w;as dashed by this 
defnite outline of the'future, and wide¬ 
spread suspicion was engendered that 
the market movement lacked the sup¬ 
posed auspices of thq controlling pow¬ 
ers In the reports. 

What the stock mhrket enjoyed of 
reviving influence beyond this was 
largely due to the eaSlngr of the money 
market from the usual reflex of funds 
Into bank reserved following that of 
the yearly disbursements. The effeul 
of this on the substantial investment 
demand for secures ha* been mod¬ 
erate and not unquestioned. The bond 
market has remained apathetic, and 
prices have shown no marked improve¬ 
ment. There has been some advance 
in prices of the short-term railroad 
poles In the market on which the rate 
cf return Is unusually high. 

• • • 

Bad Impres&on Abroad. 


A bad Impression Vas created abroad 
by the failure of the offering of the 
Manuchurlan railroad loan, guaranteed 
by the Japanese Government, of which 
less than half was applied for. Some 
English financial critics were disposed 
to attribute the result in part to the 
overburdened expense account of the 
Japanese Government for military ox* 
pondUures, but the general view of the 
Incident is that It was an Index of the 
continued depression of investment de¬ 
mand and scarcity of capital. The sag 
of British consols to near the low reoord 
was taken as confirmatory of .this view. 

The easing tendency of the local 
money market was not prevented by 
some heavy syndicate payments for In- 
staHments due on Union Pacific and 
Atchison convertible bonds and Amer¬ 
ican Telephone stock. The recurrence 
of obligations of this kind on subscrip¬ 
tions already made is characteristic of 
the present investment situation* and 
there is a vista V such payments to 
be at intervals for many months In 
the {0 ure.

The upward 
movement of the foreign exchanges and 
the revived inducements offered by tho 
Bank of France to attract gold offer 
a prospect of additional'modifying fac¬ 
tors on the available banking resource*.

Metals Unsettled. 


Showers to-day, followed by clearing 
and warmer weather to-morrow, Is the 
forecast. F. J. Walz, district forecaster, 
said last n^ght that at present there 
are no Indications of continued hot 
weather like Louisville and vicinity has 
experienced during the past few weeks. 
The maximum temperature yesterday 
was 84 degrees. The minimum aw as fll 
degrees. Yesterday's maximum ^tceed- 
ed that of the day before by three de¬ 
grees. The minimum temperature Sat¬ 
urday was 61 degrees. 

Despite the fact that there was but 
little breeze yesterday, the day was a 
pleasant one. Thousands of people took 
advantage of it and made excursions 
Into the country and visited the differ¬ 
ent parks. A portion of the day was 
cloudy, and at 9 o’clock last night there 
was a slight sprinkle of rain, but this 
was hardly noticeable. The pleasant 
weather came at a time when relief 
from the Intense heat of the past few 
weeks was most needed. 


SLOW PROGRESS 

MADE BY COTTON CROP DURING 
PAST WEEK. 


High Temperature and Little Rain 
Throughout the Belt. 


Memphis, Term., July 28.—The Com¬ 
mercial-Appeal will to-morrow prim 
the foUowing summary of the o^ldltion 
of thecotton crop, gathered by corre¬ 
spondents throughout the Southern 
States: 

Throughout the cetitrnl and eastern 
cotton belt the crop's progress was less 
rapid during the week than for several 
weeks preceding. This was due to 
higher temperatures and conditions ap¬ 
proaching a drouth in sections. Little 
or no actual damage resulted, however, 
and the plant seems to have held up 
well under the conditions, since 1 it has 
been well cultivated except In a few 
instances, and the previous supply of 
moisture thereby well conserved. Cor¬ 
respondents think that another week of 
such high temperatures, without rain, 
would work considerable harm. 

In Oklahoma and Texas tho condi¬ 
tions were altogether favorable, and no 
complaint whatever Is heard. Of 
course, the plant 1* still small and late, 
but Is fruiting well, has been well 
worked, and Is being laid by clean, 
while the hea^ and dry summer per¬ 
ceptibly decreased the activity of the 
boll weevil. Cotton Is opening very 
rapidly In Southern Texas under the 
hot sun. 

In most parts of the belt the last 
cultivation leaves the cotton dean. The 
plant Is stocky and healthy, and where 
fruiting has begun It Is being well done. 
Such rains as fell were local in char¬ 
acter, seldom heavy, and scattered over 
a wide area. 

The best reports still come from 
Georgia and the Oarolinns, where ex¬ 
pectations approximate those of hist 
year. Elsewhere over the belt, while 
correspondents note the genoral im¬ 
provement, expectations for the yield 
are still much below wha£ is termed 
a good crop. Opinions are sometimes 
confused by irregularity In size and 
age of plants.

IN SPITE OF QUIET WEEK AND 
ONLY FEW SALES. 


Consumers Hoping For Lower Prices 
With But Little Prospect 
of Success. 


Conditions lu the . metal markets re¬ 
main unsettled and leave open the 
problem of how far reaction may affect 
them. In the copper market some ef¬ 
fect was produced by reports of an 
agreement between the Amalgamated 
Copper and the Rio Tinto Companies 
to maintain dhe price of the metal, but 
buyers continued' 4o hold off and the 
stability of that market was left open 
for settlement. Ttye strike In the Lake 
Superior iron mines was pronounced by 
Iron trade authorities powerless to do 
much harm, owing to stores of ore on 
hand, and also to the lessening demand 
for iron. This argument took too much 
for granted to have any very cheering 
effect on speculative sentiment. Tho 
grain markets were disturbed some¬ 
what by reports of ruat damage iu 
spring wheat, and the cotton markets 
by reports of drouth, but confidence In 
favorable crop outcome was not ma¬ 
terially impaired. 

The interest In the dispute between 
North Carolina State authorities and 
the Federal court over the enforce¬ 
ment of the .State passenger fare law 
was academic, the important phase of 
that question from the standpoint of 
capital being the course of public opin¬ 
ion on the subject and of judicial opin¬ 
ions on Its merits,' fattier than In pos- 
• alb-’e conflict of authority over enforce¬ 
ment. 


Birmingham. 'AJa., July 28.—[Special.] 
—While the Southern pig-iron market 
has been quiet during the past week 
and sales have been comparatively few, 
no strength baa been lost, Sales for 
future deliveries made far Into next 
year have served to maintain the 
strength of the market to a remarkable 
degree.; Consumers, It Is noted, are 
holding off In very many instances In 
anticipation of cheaper Irqn. but well- 
informed persons say that there is not 
the least prospect at present of a gen¬ 
eral lowering of quotations. During the 
week an effort, it is stated, was made to 
hammer down the price of Iron for de¬ 
livers' during the first half of 1908. but 
It was unsuccessful. This Iron Is bring¬ 
ing $18 per ton, and an attempt was 
made to reduce It to $17 or $17.50 for 
No. 2 foundry. Quotations remain un- 
changed. 

Operator* continue to direct the 
larger part of their efforts toward en¬ 
largement of their raw material sup¬ 
plies, especially Iron ore. It is realized 
that better production cannot be hoped 
fbc until more ore Is had. It is admit¬ 
ted that In the anxiety to get furnaces 
ready and blow them In. raw material 
supplies have been neglected, so that 
now this matter must be attended to 
before any material Increase In pro¬ 
duction of Iron can be hoped fbr. Big 
developments are going forward In this 
respect and not less than a round mil¬ 
lion Is being expended this summer in 
enlarging the ore output of several of 
the larger iron manufacturing compa¬ 
nies In this district.

PAINTING WHITE HOUSE 

PRESIDENT’S ABIDING PLACE 
TO LIVE UP TO ITS tfAME. 


Most Thorough Overhauling In Fif¬ 
teen Years Under Way* 


[Washington Post.] 

The White House will soon appear in 
a new dress of paint. A small army 
of palmers. under the direction of 
Contractor McCabe, one of the Gov¬ 
ernment's veteran workmen, Is busy 
on the finishing touches. When the 
task Is finished, within a month, the 
historic abode of the President will 
seem to the eye more magnificent and 
stately. 

For more than fifteen years the 
White House has not undergone such 
a thorough pointing ns is now under 
way. Every Inch of the exterior is be¬ 
ing thoroughly burned. This novel 
process involves the use of torches, 
chisels and other devices in the work 
of removing from the stone the thick 
accumulation of paint that Is now oor- 
rodlng. ... _ 

In order to prevent any possible de¬ 
facement of the wulls and pillars, only 
the most skilled laborers and pnInters 
are engaged In the work, and all are 
under e.xpert supervision. 

The work la necessarily slow and 
difficult. The painters find that the old 
paint averages about one-eighth of an 
inch in thickness. In previous years it 
has been customary to merely give the 
White House a spick-and-span look 
with a few coats of pnJnt^ 

The process of burning' off the old 
paint will give the mansion a more 
marble-like effect when # fhe repainting 
is finished. The Idea was conceived 
by Cob Charles S. Bronvwell, Supcrln-

WORK IN WAYNE 


Constitutes Most of Activity 
In Oil Fields. 


Chicago. July 28 .—[Special.]—Chief 
excitement In the wheat market last 
week was caused by reports of black 
rust In Minnesota, North Dakota and 
Northern Nebraska, The reports were 
vague and Indefinite, but a slight rally 
In prices was the result for a short 
time. But the reports failed of strong 
substantiation, and the week closed 
with little change In the general tenor 
of conditions or operations, with the 
bears having the margin of advantage. 

Heavy offerings of Russian wheat to 
Northern European markets, together 
with clear and cool weather and con¬ 
sequent check to the rust scare and a 
Blackening demand for cash wheat be. 
came chief features Qf the market at 
the close of the week. As to the reports 
of rust, such rumors, if verified, always 
cause a stir on 'change, and operators 
always proceed with the greatest cau¬ 
tion. 

Winter wheat Is being marketed with 
circumspection, not to say hesitancy, by 
the farmers. As an Instance, last 
Thursday Chicago received only fifteen 
cars of the new crop, as compared with 
540 cars of new the corresponding day 
last year. Kansas City and St. Louis 
together received 282,000 bushels, as 
compared with 487.000 bushels last year. 
Total primary market arrivals were 
608,000 bushels, as against 1,166,000 bush¬ 
els last year. Nebraska was the only 
section In which marketings were re¬ 
ported as at all free. The offerings 
were being taken largely by Northwest¬ 
ern millers, who were outbidding Kan¬ 
sas City for the hard winter wheat. 

• • • 

Advance In Hungary. 


A line on the Hungarian situation 
was afforded last week when E. # T. 
Hcrzman, of Budapest, son of one of 
the largest grain dealers In the country, 
paid a visit to the Chicago Board of 
trade. "Prices of wheat In our market 
have advanced forty-four cents since 
mid-April,” says Mr. Herzraan. "The 
advance was the resuat of our crop 
failure, which followed moat unseason¬ 
able weather. Our country will have 
to Import wheat this year, whereas 
ordinarily we export a great deal to 
Switzerland. Bavaria and Southern 
Germany. All of the Southern European 
countries have pou>r crops thlB year." 

As against this report are tidings of 
a bearish nature In regard to heavy 
early arrivals of the new crop. An 
Antwerp cable, calling attention to 
heavy offerings of the new Russian 
w'hwt, something that is always to be 
expected at this time of the year, has 
had more than the usual effect. An¬ 
other bearish feature that the trade 
had overlooked was that contained in 
the early Broomhall cables to the ef¬ 
fect that the warehouse room at IJver- 
poal was Insufficient for the heavy ar¬ 
rivals of wheat. 

• • • 

Argentine Situation. 


So far as the Argentine is concerned, 
wheat Is reported to be arriving from 
the Interior in light consignments and 
of*a satisfactory quality. Weather con¬ 
ditions are favorable, and wheat is get¬ 
ting a good start. Argentine shipments 
for the week were estimated at only 
1.200.000 bushels, os compared with 
1.824.000 bushels last year. 

According to the German Statistical 
Bureau, the condition of winter wheat 
July 15 was 74 per cent., as compared 
with T2 per cent, a month previously, 
and 86 on July 15, 1906. Spring wheat 
Is reported at 82, same jus for a month 
ago. Rye ts J8, as against 76 a month 
before, and o«s unchanged from 84 per 
cent. 

An estimate of cash wheat purchases 
pp to the middle of the week for Chi¬ 
cago was put at between 6,000,000 and 
7.000,000 bushels. It was claimed that 
with the 13.000,000 hifshels now In stoie 
In public and private elevators there Is 
only about 5,000,000 bushels more avail¬ 
able elevator room here. After the lat¬ 
ter Is filled cash wheat is expected 
to be slow sale, with buyers practical¬ 
ly fixing their own prices, provided 
there are no marked changes mean¬ 
while In the general situation. 

• • * 

The Elevator Situation. 

As to the general situation and with 
regard to elevators. It looks os If the 
troubles that have vexed and caused 
friction In the Chicago Board of Trade 
for the past quarter-century may be 
settled before a gTeat while. Notice 
has been served upon the Interested 
parties that the Supreme Court of 
Illinois will soon decide whether or not 
an Injunction shall issue preventing the 
public grain warehouses of Chicago 
from going out of business pending the 
opportunity of the court next October 
tq determine whether the railroads 
centering here have the legal right to 
allow' the public to be deprived of the 
facilities of the public warehouses 
along their lines. This privilege or 
farlllty the public has enjoyed In some 
Instances for more than half a cen¬ 
tury. The elevator w’ar is now In the 
bands of the supreme tribunal for the 
third and presumably the last time. 
The medium by which the "war" has 
been brought presumably to its final 
and epudai climax Is a chancery case 
begun by the people of the State 
against the Illinois Central railroad, 
the Central Elevator Company and 
others, asking the court to prevent the 
defendants from discontinuing the bus¬ 
iness of warehouse men. 

The great majority of Board of Trade 
men. It seems clear, are bent upon 
making the warehouse men. If they 
can, donflne themselves strictly to the 
business of public warehouse men. But 
the elevator* men have said they will 
not apply to the hoard to have their 
elevators made "regular." and. further¬ 
more, they say they will go out of 
business as public warehouse men and 
engage In the operation of elevators

It Is this 
dual position maintained by the ele¬ 
vator men that Is objected to. the 
Board of Trade, on the one hand, main¬ 
taining that no warehouse can be "reg¬ 
ular." the owner of which is directly or 
Indirectly engaged in the buaUie&s of 


cleaning or mixing grain. On the other 
hand,' the elevator men claim they have 
the right under the law to deal in grain, 
and when the Supreme Court In one 
decision decreed that they could not 
store grain In their own houses, they 
obeyed the letter of the law. But tho 
Board of TraW* men maintain thu even 
If the elevator men are not now stor¬ 
ing thelT own grain in their own houses 
they are storing It In each others’ 
houses, which Is a mere evasion of the 
law and a continuance of the "trust," 
contrary to the greatest good to the 
greatest number.

MRS. MARY BELLE BUCK 
DEAD AT EIGHTY-FOUR 


WIFE OF JOHN W. BUCK, WHO 
SURVIVES HER. 


BORN IN KENTUCKY AND ONCE 
BLUEGRASS BELLE. 


FUNERAL SERVICES TO DAY. 


Mrs. Mary Belle Buck, the wife of 
John William Buck, died yesterday 
morning at 1:25 o’clock at the home of 
her son. Churles W. Buck, at 34 St. 
James Court. Deatli was due to the in¬ 
firmities of age. Mrs. Buck being 
eighty-four years old. 

She is survived by her husband, John 
W. Buck, aged eighty-eight years; her 
eon, Charles W. Buck, a member of the 
local bar, and formerly United States 
Minister to Peru; and two grandchil¬ 
dren, Mrs. Mary Buck Robins, wife of 
City Chemist Vernon Robins, and 
Charles N. Buck, a newspaper man of 
this city. Two half sisters also sur¬ 
vive her: Mrs. Joel Tarlcrton and Miss 
Oarrte Sutton, of Georgetown. Mrs. 
Duck had been an invalid for five years, 
and for a week before her death she 
sank rapidly, recovering consciousness 
just before the end, and passing away 
painlessly, with all the members of her 
immediate family at her bedside. 

Mrs. Bufk was bom at Georgetown 
on November 10, 1823. and was the 
eldest daughter of Dr. William L. Sut¬ 
ton. during his day qno of the most 
ptriuinent physicians In Kentucky, and 
the author of writings on medical sub¬ 
jects which brought him into national 
and international prominence in his 
profession. He whs also the author of 
• lie first legislative act in the State for 
the registration of medical statistics 
and the official recording of births and 
deaths. 

Miss Mary Belle Sutton, his daugh¬ 
ter, was a beauty and social favorite 
In the Bluegrass region as a girl, and 
in 1841 married John William Buck, a 
banker and plainer, who made his 
home near Vicksburg, Miss., until the 
close of the Civil Wur, when he re¬ 
turned to Kentucky, his native State, 
end bought a farm near Midway, 
Woodford county. Mr. and Mrs. Buck

FEDERATED CHURCH ORGAN¬ 
IZED BY THE CHAPLAIN. 


MEMBERSHIP 200, WITH GOOD 
AVERAGE ATTENDANCE. 


PARTY GOING TO LABRADOR. 


Services at the federated church con¬ 
nected with the Indiana Reformatory 
in Jeffersonville were resumed yester¬ 
day by the Rev. W. E. Edgin, chaplain 
of the institution, who returned Satur¬ 
day from Winona. Ind., where ho first 
conceived the idea of establishing the 
church among the inmates. His trip to 
Winona was to spend his vacation 
pleasantly and at the same time look 
further into the Winona Idea, which 
he began a year ago to apply at the Re¬ 
formatory. He is enthusiastic over his 
trip and returns home with a renewed 
spirit to take up his work where he 
left off a few weeks ago. 

In May, 1006. Chaplain Edgin direct* 
ed a revival among the Inmates and 
200 of them took a pledge to lead a 
Christian life, to read the Bible and to 
pray every day. The results were so 
favorable* that at the suggestion of W. 
H. Whittaker, general superintendent 
of the institution, a permanent organ¬ 
ization was formed on the phn of the 
Winona Church of Affiliated Member¬ 
ship. The same creed used by the Wi¬ 
nona organization, which admits all 
Protestant denominations, was adopted 
with a few slight changes. The feder¬ 
ated church was established at the In¬ 
diana Reformatory about a year ago 
and the present membership is In ex¬ 
cess of 200. The average attendance Is 
167. ft being optional with the men 
whether they shall be present at every 
meeting. 

Since the federated church was es¬ 
tablished more than 100 inmates have 
been baptised, either by sprinkling or 
immersion. For that purpose a tank 
has been prepared in the chapel. Ev¬ 
ery man entering the federated church 
signs the same pledge, and many de¬ 
nominations are represented, among 
them the Salvation Army. To become a 
member of the federated church the ap¬ 
plicant must have a perfect record in 
the Reformatory for at least six months 
and many begin the probationary pe¬ 
riod for th’e sole purpose of joining the 
church. 

Of the men belonging to the church 
67 per cent., it is claimed, have main¬ 
tained a perfect record or have been 
paroled with a clean credit sheet as 
far as obeying the rules of the Institu¬ 
tion goes. An inmate of the Reforma¬ 
tory who belongs to the federated 
church and has lived up to his pledge 
is given a letter of recommendation to 
the pastor of some church In the town 
where he goes to locate ami the releas¬ 
ed man is advised to make the pastor 

his confidant. 

Mr. Edgin Is enthusiastic over his 
work in the federated church, and only 
a few months ago another revival was 
held. This did not meet the approval 
of some of the Indiana papers, but did 
not discourage Mr Edgin. who con¬ 
tinued his work with renewed zeal. 


LABRADOR EXPEDITION. 


The Rev. Morgan Genge Will Head 
An Guting Party. 

The Rev. Morgan E. Genge, former 
pastor of the Christian church at 
Charlestown. Ind., but who is now lo¬ 
cated at Rochester, Ind., will leave to¬ 
day at the head of a hunting and fish¬ 
ing party that will go to the northeast 
coast of Labrador for a stay of one 
month or more. Mr. Genge Is a native 
of Port-au-basque. New Foundland. and 
his parents still live there. The party 
will assemble to-day at Rochester and 
to-night will start for Boston, and 
those who will make the trip are as 
follows;

From there they will go to 
Labrador, along the coast through the 
Straits of Belle Isle, and thence to the 
whaling stations at the north end of 
the country. There the party, accord¬ 
ing to a letter written by Mr. Genge 
to one of his former congregation at 
Charlestown, is promised the experi¬ 
ence of catching a whale. 

The party In returning along the 
west coast of New Foundland will 
spend some time in fishing up the riv¬ 
ers and shooting caribou, bear and oth¬ 
er animals.
